SEPARATION OK NORWAY 
AND SWEDEN. 

Affairs N) the east, have occupied 
sb much of uur attention that the 
breach in the Scandinavian penin- 
sula has not received the considera- 
tion It Would otherwise claim. The 
event is really quite significant and 
muy mark an historical era. 9 
den and Norway have been united 
since the year 1HIT. nearly a cen- 
tury, the unioVi being merely poli- 
tical. Each nation h;»s exercised 
its own laws and had its own 
Storthing or parliamentary body. 
Tae trouble comes about througli 
tho disagreement of the two com 
tries upon the tariff question. Nor- 
way is largely engaged in fisheries 
and commerce, two-thirds of her 
people beiug interested in these in- 
dustries. Consequently free trade 
would be beneficial to Norway. 
Sweden, on the other hand, is an 
agricultural country, with mining 
districts and large manufacturing 
centers. Naturally she desires 
protective tariff, and, in fact, one 
has been operative in both coun- 
ries. Some time ago Norway de- 
manded separate consular service. 
This Sweden refused to grant, on 
the ground that two consular sys- 
tems could not be conducted by 
one department of State with saf» ty. 
The result was Norway proolaimed 
herself independent. 

The separation has not engen- 
dered any hard feeling among either 
nation. Sweden will remain a 
kingdom under its wise and en- 
lightened Hernadotte princes, and 
Norway will assume a democratic 
government. The two nations will, 
however, remain in close alliance; 
this becomes necessary from their 
position in northern Europe as op- 
posed to Russia, which, now that 
she has withdrawn from Man- 
churia, will naturally turn the eyes 
of her statesmen westward. . In the 
union of Calmar, Sweden, Norway 
and Denmark wore allied, and it 
may be that a Scandinavian alli- 
ance of this nature may yet be 
brought about. The mutual inter- 
ests of those three nations oertainly 
makes some sort of a union advan- 
tageous.

EDUCATION AND PROS- 
PERITY. 

"An ignorant people not only is. 
but must be, a poor people. They 
must be destitute of sagacity and 
providence, and, ol course, of com- 
petence and comfort.

SOME GOOD USES OF THE 
ACORN. 



The acorn is very valuable for 
both man and beast. In ancient 
times, and even in modern days, 
the mast was regarded ns the most 
valuable product of the oak. 

In Germany large herds of swine 
feed upon acorns in the grent oak 
forests, and in the royal rofeata of 
England the neighboring village ri 
claim tne ancient right of pannage, 
so their hogs are turned into the 
! woods in October and November. 
I In times of dearth, both the Eng- 
lish and French boiled the acorns 
substitute for bread and pota- 
I toes. 

Many Americans use them as 
I potatoes. They pour boiling water 
i over the acorns and let them stand 
I until they swell. The shells are 
j then removed nnd the acorns are 
I parboiled to free them from that 
acrid taste. When they become 
mealy they are seasoned with but- 
ter, pepper and salt. 

The first settlers of Boston sub- 
sisted for a time upon acorns and 
other fruits of the forest. 

In Britain there are several vari- 
ties of oak which bear sweet fruit.
